President Compelled To Cut 
Speeches Short 


Houston and Dallas Visited 
by Taft Party. 


Soldier Uses Bayonet On Man 
In Crowd. 


MORTAL WOUND INFLICTED. 


Dallas, Tex.. Oct. 23.—President Taft 
arrived here *r 5:30 ..'clock thi* after¬ 
noon after a fast run by special train 
from Houston, where he sp^nt three 
hours this morning. He wa* taken 
Immediately to the State Fair grounds, 
where he made an open-air speech t«* 
a throng which filled the big racetrack 
grandstand and spread far out In every 
direction. 

Mr. TMft wm so hoarse that ho could 
be heard only h short distance, despite 
heroic efforts on his (»urt. He *pok»* 
again briefly to-ntght at a banquet ten¬ 
dered to him at*th© Oriental Hotel nn«l 
retired on hi* train preparatory to leav¬ 
ing early to-morrow morning for 8t. 
Louis. From St. Louis on Monday aft¬ 
ernoon the President will begin a pil¬ 
grimage of four daya and five night* 
down th© Mississippi River to New 
Orleans. *■

Loses His Voice. 


The President's voice began to grow 
husky after hi* speech at Corpus 
Christ! yesterday and broke down al¬ 
most completely during his address 
at Houston this morning when he tried 
to moke himself heard to a crowd 
which filled four intersecting streets 
for two blocK* in either direction. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Richardson, the Presi¬ 
dent's physician, the hoarseness Is due.

Uncle Sam's New Sea-Fighting Craft 
Shows Veil In Trial At

ship Delaware, the first American fight¬ 
ing ship of the Dreadnought type, made 
a splendid showing on her screw stand¬ 
ardization run# over the measured-mil# 
course In Penobscot Bay to-day. While 
her oontrsot call* for a speed of 21 
knots per hour, the Delaware to-day 
attained a maximum speed of 21.98 
knots and a mean of 21.44

At about 11 o'olock yosterday morning 
tho negro. Macey, became engaged in an 
argument with Charles H. Coonea, the 
aaalstant foreman, <uid brother of the 
Injured man, and attempted to fell him 
with a heavy stick of wood. Seeing 
what the negro was about to do, Jesse 
Coones went to hla brother's rescue and 
threatened to strike the negro If he did 
not throw away his cudgel. When he 
realized that ho was matched he did 
so. but began to curse all the white 
men on the Job. Hla conduct noon be¬ 
came intolerable and Mr. Coones, the 
foreman, told him that he wo# dis¬ 
charged and gave him an order for his 
money. 

With this Coones turned his attention 
to the w*ork In tho ditch and thought 
that the negro hsd gone to tho office 
But Instead he again armed himself 
and making a cowardly attack on the 
white man knocked him into the trench 
and then fled. 

As soon as his feUow-workmen could 
reach him. Mr. Coones w'as lifted from 
the ditch and taken to his home Dr. 
Morris was called and dressed his In¬ 
juries. in the meantime events were 
rapidly transpiring on the "works." 
Nearly the entire fores of men. becom¬ 
ing excited over the deed, armed them¬ 
selves and were on the hunt for the 
negro. For many hours they aeachcd 
for him. but without success.

STATEMENT OF CONTRACTOR 
SCHULTZ AT LEXINGTON. 


BELIEVES NE3ROES THOUGHT 
MONEY IN VICTIM S POCKET. 


IMPLICATES ANOTHER MAN.

Mr. Schultz says that, he believe# 
that the negroes waylaid Yandell and 
shot him, expecting to get the payroll 
money, knowing that It was fn Yan- 
dell's possession, and cays he was In¬ 
formed that a Nlcholasville negro whs 
sitting In a buggy nearby to aid Mr 
Queen and Terry to escape w’ith tho 
spoils. He sayw he la Informed Mc¬ 
Queen and Terry left In the buggy 
with the negro McQueen, who la in 
Jail here, denlo* that robbery was the 
object of the murder, but says the 
shooting occurred In a quarrel over 
31.26 which he claims Yandell owed 
him.

Rev. Will lam Hobart Haro, bishop of 
the Eplscopul Diocese of South Dakota, 
died hero to-night after a long !llne«a 
He was 72 years of. age.

Tex., Oct. 23.—A novel w f ay 
to enforce prohibition, made possible 
under the Fltxhugh-Robinson liquor 
law limiting the number of saloons in 
each precinct—ona to each 500 Inhab¬ 
itants—cirao to light t f-May. 

After having been dry for some time, 
Fairfield, In Freastone county, went 
wet a few weeks ago and almost Imme¬ 
diately applications for permits were 
filed with th© Controller for the maxi¬ 
mum number of saloon* allowed In 
that precinct. 

Th® Cons roller approved the applica¬ 
tion*. Subsequently there were mor® 
application* and the Controller refused 
them, advising that the precinct had se¬ 
cured All the lioenses to which It was 
entitled. 

Th® disappointed applicants replied 
that no saloons had been opened, and 
that th® applications were taken out by 
prohibitionists who resorted to that 
method to continue prohibition.

Quickly Answered. 


Jurist Rushes To Bench On 
Disturbance. 

RICHARDSON CASE THE CAUSE. 


Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 23.—(8p©olal.)— 
Dy prompt action and a bold and vig¬ 
orous spooOh, Circuit Judge K. L. Stout 
saved J. A. Kdge, a wvll-Known at¬ 
torney. from violence and possibly seri¬ 
ous injury in thq Circuit Court room at 
Georgetown this afternoon. 

Mr. Kdg© had Just been found guilty 
of contempt by a Jury and given a sen¬ 
tence of six months In jail and a fine 
of $600 on the chargojthut he had acted 
improperly in securing the release of 
[Mrs. Kate Richardson from the Lexing¬ 
ton Insane Asylum, to which she had 
t>een sent by the Georgetown court, and 
aiding her <o escape to Cincinnati. 

• • • 

Takes Appeal. 

Mr. Edge at once took an appeal from 
the sentence, and while the attorneys 
were drawing up the papers In the ap¬ 
ostil the crowd in the courtroom be¬ 
came worked up through sympathy for 
the children of Mrs. Ric hardson, who 
toe prominent residents of Scott county, 
and began to mutter threats against 
Edge. 

Judge Stout had temporarily left the 
courtroom. sj\<\ the crowd soon l*>camc 
i»o wrought up thud It crowded around 
Edge with violent gestures, and cries of 
•«Uang him," “I<ynch hlm M were heard.

Judge Quells Disturbance. 

There seemed Imminent danger of Mr. 
Edge receiving rough treatment, when 
Judge Stout, hearing the disturbance, 
came hastily Into the courtroom and 
rapped for order. Looking* sternly over 
tike excited crowd. Judge Stout said: 

M l heard throats of violence toward a 
defendant who is under the custody of 
this court. Now. 1 want to say to you 
Khat I shall protect Mr. Edge at any 
cost. If you want to whip him you 
saust first whip me; If you want to 
hang him you must hang me. 1 have 
<uat been Informed by Mr. Edge that 
3w la willing to go to Cincinnati with 
Mrs. Richardson's son und any other 
persons you may designate and do All 
be can to find Mrs. Richardson. The 
court must coma to order at once.** 

Judge Stout's dignified bearing and 
emphatic speech at once calmed the 
crowd, and no further trouble was en¬ 
countered in restoring order.

Search For Woman Arranged. 

It was soon arranged that Mr. Edge 
rhould bo accompanied to Cincinnati by 
W. Richardson, the latter** attorney, 
WiHlam Lee and another prominent 
citizen of Georgetown. The party of 
five left Georgetown this morning for 
Cincinnati to begin the search for Mrs. 
Richardson. A telephone message had 
been received at Georgetown this morn¬ 
ing from Dr. Elmer Estes. In Cincin¬ 
nati. stating that Mrs. Richard* >n was 
at large in that city and that the Cin¬ 
cinnati authorities were unable to lo¬

GETTING READY FOR ANNUAL SALE OF 

UNCLAIMED STOLEN PROPERTY AT CENTRAL 


"Billie" McDonald, ‘‘Property Man,” Entertains “Cub" Re¬ 
porter With History of Things. 


They're going to have an annual sal© 
of discarded evidence and unclaimed 
stolen property at tho police headquar¬ 
ters to-morrow, and Billie McDonald, 
property clerk und lexogrupher In per¬ 
son tu tho Boas, has been getting things 
In shape for the perennial barter. Yes¬ 
terday afternoon Billie, with the asslet- 
unce of two colored heavy men. took a 
Una! dive Into |,lte property room and 
made his last selection of thing* to 
take their departure Into other hands. 

When seen after he had made every¬ 
thing ready for the auction.Billie was 
covered with dust and grime from head 
lo foot and ho was loaded to the gun¬ 
nel* with the history of crime* and 
stores of human failures that had come 
to pass In the city during the last year. 
He handled without the least qualm 
and with equal favor notched pistols, 
ball bats, slung* hots, black Jacks, sec¬ 
tions of lead pipe and gore-encrusted 
razors, not tu mention old broom*, 
horsewhips and sandbags. 

Billie was proud of his collection of 
Junk and he was as open-faced a* a 
hall clock about relating the stories 
attached to nearly everything he had 
piled In the new reporters’ room. Be¬ 
ing a wise person In hts generation, 
and having mingled with sundry and 
diver* of the newspaper gang In his 
nat-harvesting days.

“Well. sir. w© got a hurry coll for the 
machine to go out to old Clayton 
Nazelle's house, about 2:30 one morn¬ 
ing, and when the officers reached the 
place they found the house all Hi up 
like a reception. They search^ the 
place and didn't find a living soul there 
but Nazelle himself. He was layin’ oil 
stretched out on the library floor deutl 
a a a nx’k, wtth a hole In his head. This 
here 'hop stew' was bangin' on the wall 
and this here piece of lead pipe was 
found In the backyitrd. The bock win¬ 
dows was open and all of the sliver 
platen and diamond* ww gone. They 
wasu’t a track on the floor und not a 
clew to go by The papers was worked 
up over It for nearly a week, and th©

society. You can’t so© 'em? Well, 1 
guee* they're wore off now. 

“Funny what thieves'll take some¬ 
time* Remember Dr Port, the gen’L 
man 'dip' from Pari* that vm captured 
here In !>xrievlile in the spring? Never 
h*Mnl of U? Where you been, boy? 
Well. sir. they was a whole series of 
buffin' robberies w'ent on her© last 
spring. -Every night they'd be a lot 
of report* come Into headquarters. 
People lotcin* all kind* of valuables. 
Juols. watches, rings, diamonds, moet 
anything you could think of. The thief 
didn't leave any claws, either. Captain 
put four of his beat men on and didn't 
get any results. Then he put six man 
on th© case. Had LevetxiBteUi and Ma- 
cufey stationed «t Ninth and Market 
In women's clothea Speohtbaugh and 
Rooney wa* put out In the Blue Book 
b«u wearin' whisker*. h*avs and long 
ooats. They was disguised a* college 
perfeasors. I guess. Well, sir, with all 
them men on the Job nothin* was ©bir¬ 
rin' ’cept this French guy. He was 
pickin’ the gnip*** every night regular. 
One day the Captain got a description 
In French from Part* andv he knew’ In 
a minuto that the stuff was up with 
tho swall burglar It wasn't but two 
days till they picked that Do Rnrt up. 
The Frogeater was In disguise hUwdf— 
dressed tip like a plumber or a black¬ 
smith.

‘•SPOTTING” BAD COINS. 

(London Tlt-BUs.) 

1 have often been asked, raid a twxnk 
cashier to the writer, how It Is that, 
with thousand© of coin© of all value* 
pasetng dally through my hand*. I am 
able to detect counterfeit© Instantane¬ 

ously. 

Of course. ther«* are various method*, 
known to ©very bank rn*hler. of testing 
a suspected coin. There l* th© Important 
test of w**»ght (ban© coins Invariably 

weighing light), the test of brittleness <a 
genuine coin Is practically unbreakable) 

and inexact ••milling/* not to mention 

more elaborate t«5l» with acid*. But the*© 
may be disregarded, for th© sunpte rea¬ 
son" that a cashier on a busy counter bn* 
no time to employ such teet* It l* im¬ 
possible for him to pick up and exainln* 
each coin separately. He ha© tp count 
money with extreme rapidity and has no 
time to bestow more than a glance on th© 
coin* he is raking In-a glance which 
cover* severa* coin* at the same time. 
How Is It possible for him In this frac¬ 
tion of i second glance to distinguish be¬ 
tween a genuine coin and a counterfeit. 

Banfetaen themselves arc far from clear 
on th© subject. Most cashiers, on being 
questioned, will tell you that the “feel" 
of a counterfeit coin Is different. This pe¬ 
culiar feel" they will describe as greasy. 
But money received from butcher*, for 
Instance. I* Invariably greasy. Just a* 
money received from publican© or fish 
merchant* la ©tteky. Tt I* certainly not 
by the r,en*e taf touch that one delects 
counterfeit • o|ns. 

Nor 1© good eyesight an Infallible safe¬ 
guard against * really well-made base 
coin Some counterfeit* are *o cleverly 
done that the *harpe»t eye* are unable, by 
merely glancing at them, to distinguish 
between them and the genuine article. 

The only explanation l can offer 1* that 
after a certain amount of experience 
amongst good coin* a man acquires a 
sort of “Instinct" for counterfeit*. It is 
tide Instinct which cause© him to hcaltate 


and examine a particular coin when j 
chocking money rapidly. Often I have 
been pulled up sharp on encountering a 
coin Identical in appearance with those 
surrounding It. and have found It. on 
cundul examination, to be a “wrong 
un." It looked and felt all right, but 
failed to stand a detailed scrutiny. One 
must remember, however, that It Is 1m- 
practicable to give this detailed scrutiny 
to every coin and. unless my theory is 1 
accepted. It l* impossible to explain 
what makes one ©elect a particular coin j 
for examination.

For cen¬ 
turies these contrivances hove been In 
process of Invention and perfection. 

Of the many tricks which go to make 
up a magician's programme, there Is 
not one, to my recollection, with which 
the performer can create more laughter 
and excitement than the old favorite 
•'Dice Box.*' Within the last few years 
there have been many new Invention!* 
for causing large dice to appear and 
disappear, and while many of the newt 
ways are good there Is none so laugh- 
provoking as that which I am about to 
describe.

After borrowing a derby or high silk

"I will now caus*' the die to pass In¬ 
visibly " Saying this, he takes the die 
out of the hat and places ft In the box. 
Closing all four doors, the magic an 
tap* the box with his magic wand, then 
opens tht- two right-hand doors and 
shows that side empty. Closing the 
right-hand doors, ho tilts the box !tt the 
same direction, when something Is 
heard to slide within the box. The 
slight sound Is always the signal for 
murmurs from the audience. The left- 
hand doors ure next opened, and that 
aide Is shown to be empty. 

Closing the doers again, the magi¬ 
cian tilts the box to the left, when 
the sound of something sliding within 
is heard a second time. It 1* now 
that many members of the audience 
Imagine that they have solved the 
mystery, thinking that there is no 
doubt that the noise hoard Is the die 
sliding from one side of the box to the 
other. 

Dhouta of “Open the box!" arc now 
heard from all parts of the house, it 
Is Just at thin time that the magician 
knows that his trick Is a success. He 
opens one side und then the other, 
each time lilting the box from side to 


side, and each time the sliding noise Is 
j heard. In the midst of the shouts. Jeers 
; and laughter, some smar. Individual, 
] who thinks he has the right Idea, 
shouts^ "Open both sides at once!" 

I "Ah!" says the magician, "you would 
like to see berth side* at the same 
time?" .Stepping Impressively forward. 

. he opens all four of the dodrs and 
' holds the box far out over the foot- 
1 lights. Of course. It Is quite empty. 
Then turning to the hat. he brings It 
forward and. overturning It. throws the 
block upon the floor. 

Then the little man In the gallery 
who has shouted so loudly sinks back 
into his seat, having be-n taught a se¬ 
vere hu r go. d lesson. 

Diagram No. 2 shows that the wood¬ 
en dlo must have a cover consisting of 
four sides. The die must flt snugly 
Into the cover, and the cover must flt 
Into one thle of the box. 

The box Is constructed as In Diagram 
No. 3 The back, bottom and both ends 
are solid, while the front and top con¬ 
sist of frames, to which the dx>r» are 
attached by mean* of small hinge* The 
box Is divided Into two parts by means 
of a third cover, exactly like that which 
covers the die. This cover Is concealed 
In the box and held In place by the 
framework (A. B. C and D. Diagram No 
3). I will call this cover No 2. It ca- 
not be seen by the audience, having 
been placed In the box with the open 
sides toward the top and front Cov^r 
No. 1 becomes Invisible when placed in 
Cover No. 2, the front and top being 
open In the same manner 

After showing the solid die. the magi- 
clan places It In the box. and in so 
doing slips it into cover No. 1. which Is 
resting In No 2. Upon taking the 
block out of the box for the visible pas-* 
as described above, he also takes the 
cover No 1. painted on the outside to 
represent the die, and places both In 
the hst. This clever move Is not de¬ 
tected because the cover flts the die 
snugly In making the Invisible pass, 
he takes cover No. I from the hat, let¬ 
ting the die remain. 

Next, turning the box with Its back 
to the audience and holding the cover 
with the open sides toward himself, the 
magician places cover No l into cover 
No 3 Then, closing all doors, he turns 
the box «round with the front to the 
nudlenoe. and is ready to provoke the 
shouts of laughter 

When the box is tilted from side to 
side, the covers, fitting one within the 
other, slide from one side to the other, 
and it Is this noise that deceives the 
audience. The Inside of the -box and 
each cover is patnted black, so that 
when all doors are opened the box is 
apparently empty.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY ENDEAVORING 

TO ANNEX CONDITIONAL GIFT OF MRS. SAGE 


Must Raise $300,000 Within Next Two Months Before Se¬ 
curing Additional $500,000. 


During the coming two months the 
American Bible Society will ™ake de¬ 
termined efforts to secure the 1300.009 
necessary to make available the con¬ 
ditional gift of Mrs. Russell Sage of 
$500,000. As $200,000 has already been 
secured on condition that alt be raised. 
It will be seen that $700,000 now hangs* 
upon the receipt or nonrteoelpt by the 
society of this $300,000. There have 
•been rumors that the half million gift 
Is not conditional, but this the society 
stoutly denies, and expresses the fear 
that none will be secured unless the 
terms are compiled with- 

The American Bible Society, one of 
the religious agendas corning down 


and most economically Is to set men to 
work. Kept busy during their spire 
time. It Is held that Interest and gifts 
win follow. 

A unique thing about the forthcom¬ 
ing meeting \*ill be the furnishing In 
advance of printed data concerning 
each of the subjects to be considered, 
and so the avoidance of time consump¬ 
tion In getting Into the heads of the 
delegates conditions on which they are 
to act.

It furnishes not a few, but many 
editions in many longues, and without 
Its service to missions the advance of 
the Gospel In foreign lands would have 
been far less than it has b*en l a til 
now sysum has been wanting In the 
collection of the money needed to meet 
Mrs. Hagv's conditions, but ll la stated 
that this want hjs been auppllod. 


AgToernent Reached. 

American delegates to the confer¬ 
ence at Upaala, Sweden, to consider 
Swedish church orders, liave not yet 
reanhed home, but by way of l*ondon 
comes ward that agreement has been 
made upon all essential matters This 
conference cam© about through the 
initiative of the Archbishop of upsalu, 
who asked the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury to name deieg^U* to comb to 
Sweden. The latter Invited representa¬ 
tives of the Kpiscopal Church In this 
country, and the meeting of all. some¬ 
thin*^ Ilk© thirty leading ecclesiastic*, 
has Just been held nt V psala. 

Unlike the Lutherans of Germany, 
those of Sweden bwe bishops and 
irchhlshops. ami cling to the idea that 
the orders of such official* must be 
valid. There has always been, there¬ 
fore, more or less division between Lu¬ 
therans of Germany and Sweden. 
When coming to America-Swedish Lu¬ 
therans have, as a rule, afcindoned the 
Idea of a church with bishops, over¬ 
looked the question of orders, and 
Joined with others who call them¬ 
selves Lutherans. There are about two 
millions of Swedes In America, and 
Almost all of them who attend public 
religious worship at all attend Luther¬ 
an churches. There are large Swedish 
synods. 

The purpose now is to come Into 
c.loaer relation* with u religious body 
In America that has bishops. The 
question Is an important one. for 
Swedes aro coming to America In vast 
numbers, and many of them prefer, 
it Is said, no churrh at all to ono that 
repudiates the ancient forms. The re¬ 
sult is that many are lost to all re¬ 
ligious work. With agreement by the 
Anglicans that Bwv.lleh orders are val- 


.work, or even to give Information con¬ 
cerning It. The men, knowing condi¬ 
tions. will themselves act. At the same 
time oil hostility to present authori¬ 
ties and present management Is dis¬ 
claimed. It simply represent* an ad¬ 
vance In missionary method. 


Successful Minister. 

So marked ha* t»ee>n the success of 
the Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked since his 
coming to America from England to be¬ 
come pastor of the church In New York, 
which the Rockefellers, father and son, 
attend, thut a new place for him to 
preach In Is to be erected at a cost of 
$400,000. It Is m place for him to preach 
In rather than a church for nearly all 
else will be sacrificed to auditorium 
that Is large enough to hold those who 
wish to hear this preacher. The church 
at present stands Just off Fifth avenue, 
and Is hidden by high buildings on the 
corners. Efforts were made to secure a 
Fifth-avenue location, but the expense 
was so great that even a congregation 
having two Rockefellers as member* of 
It hesitated and finally concluded to re¬ 
build on the present site. 

Hardly since the Rev. Dr. John ITall 
died has there been a preacher In New 
York who attracted the crowds until the 
Rev. Dr. Aked came. He la doing It, 
Church attendance In New York Is not 
decreasing, and the number of great 
parishes on Manhattan Inland having 
1.000 members or more has doubled with¬ 
in the last ten years, and yet save the 
Rev. Dr. Aked. none are crowded as In 
the old days of the Talmages, the 
Beechers, the Ha! la and even the Hebcr 
Newtons. 

A marked feature of the proposed new 
Flfth-av^hu* Baptist church Is to be It* 
comparative inexpensive ness. The 
trustees Acknowledge that they realise 
the small value of an edifice and the 
future great value of land In Fifth 


avenue or near It. Furthermore they dis¬ 
claim any intention of building what 
anybody may have reason to call a place 
of worship that Is lavish In expenditure 
upon It. Hence the limit of $400,000 In 
a structure that Is to be one hundred 
by one hundred feet, and contain some 
parlors beside* auditorium. There Is 
even talk of limiting the cost to $350,- 
000. No one will be able to cry extrav¬ 
agance. 

Hebrew Immigrants. 

Influential Hebrews of New York, 
assisted In some measure by the eamo 
class In other Eastern cities, have Ju*»t 
taken up again the movement to In¬ 
duce Hebrew Immigrants to go Into 
the Interlolr cities. ar.d especially cities 
of the Southwest. Instead of entering 
the ghettos of New York's famous Hum 

Side- Behind the undertaking is a f un«1 
of , upward of $1,600,000 This fund 
was tubftcrlhcd two years Just be¬ 
fore the Unanclal depression%atnc on. 
Work wan suspendod for a Ltpie, hut 
Is now resumed. 

With headquarters at Galveston, 
Tex., the plan* are to go Into louch 
with Hebrews In Russia, Germany and 
England who. contemplate coming to 
America, and so far h* jOMdble to of 
fer them Industrial positions In tho 
Southwest on condltloq that they get 
to G&lveston or some port other than 
New York, and promise to acoepf and 
do their be*t to retain the places se¬ 
cured for them. The condition In ques¬ 
tion ts mode because of the danger cf 
settling In the large Eastern cities if 
landing Is made In ony of them. 

It Is not the purpose, It 1* said, to 
undertake to make farmers, of these 
foreign-born Jews. Farm employment 
may be secured for such ins desire K, 
but other work, more likely to attract 
Hebrews, will be offered. It Is be¬ 
lieved that many thousands of He¬ 
brew Immigrants con be diverted to 
the Southwest during the next few 
years. Conditions In New York have 
come to he very burdensome, not alone 
to Christian phllantbropiats. but aleo 
to well-to-do Hebrews, who conscien¬ 
tiously try to relieve their coreligion¬ 
ists. The new plan undertakes to bene¬ 
fit, therefore, both those Hebrews who 
come to America and those who have 
been here some time and have pros¬ 
pered. 

Series of Meetings. 

The series of meeting Just started at 
Buffalo, under the auspices of the Lay¬ 
men’s Missionary Movement, are tho 
meat ambitious in scope and greatest »n 
number of any simitar *erlet, in the 
world. Two criticisms of thtm are 
htard. One Is that they are for foreign 
missions only, and the other that m.wss 
meeting* are of doubtful value, while 
they cost large sums. The criticisms of 
the first-named class come chiefly from 
home mission Interests, and those who 
belittle the efficacy of educational 
classes on such large scale are taking 
good care to get info the meetings In 
question. In order that their organiza¬ 
tions may reap any benefit that may be 
going 

The two series of meetings In & total 
of seventy-five, proceed through North¬ 
ern cities as far west os the Missouri 


river under one committee, and through 
the South, along the Pacific Coast to 
beat tie, under direction of the other. 
The Northern series Is considerably the 
larger Mom stops will be for two and 
three days only, but In a few cities a 
whole week will be given Appeal has 
been made to observe Sunday, Novem¬

New Educational Head. 

Presbyterians have Just named a a 
educational head for their mission Sun¬ 
day-schools. The Lost General Assem¬ 
bly sought to unify the educational 
work of the church, and In this effort 
created one agency and put the ad¬ 
ministration of it In the hand* of the 
board of publication. The new head 
1* the Rev E. Morris FcrgUfton, for 
many y^ars identified with yunday- 
school work In New Jersey and founder 
of a summer conference on such work 
held annually at Aabury Park, and 
for the last ten year* an assistant In 
the preparation of the Westminster 
lesson helps. 

There are almost 3.000 Sunday- 
schools under the care of missionaries 
of the board, while there ore a.so a 
gr* at number of school* roonnected 
with mission churches. It is both to 
lead and to supervise the Instruction 
of children In thege schools that the 
new* sujierlntcndtnt is named. The ad¬ 
vance Is due. In part, to the creation 
sonic* yeans »dnce of a committee on 
administrative agencies; which In ths 
Presbyterian body has come to be not 
a body made up of ministers who are 
overwhelmed with work and look Into 
outside things once n year or less, but 
men who can take the thno necessary 
to study condition? and methods by 
which they may be Improved. The new 
educational head and the work he Is 
to do conn* together through ihe 
agency of thl? new Administrative bet¬ 
terment committee.

Warning Against Overloaning. 


Tin Qmiirqtlcr of the. Currency is 
^ald to bo contemplating a warning to 
national banks against ov*r loaning. 
There l* a belief that many of them 
are exceeding the loans authorized by 
law., The Controller ho* the power to 
!evoke the charter of* a bank taking 
this course, but It has never been exer¬ 
cised and a warning will probably be 
sufficient to prevent further abuse. Tb*- 
law* provide* that no national bank 
shall loan to a single person or cor¬ 
poration an amount exceeding 10 per 
cent, of Its capital and 10 per cent, of 
Its iimmiatirccl surplus. In no event 
shall the total loaned exceed 30 per 
cent, of the capital. This Is n more 
liberal provision than the taw contained 
until recently.

In time this ron the father * Tf»«b-

rich man’s *«*n succeeding to a grest 
estate; as an operator, on h gigantic 
scale. In the wheat rlt, as an aflcgcd 
eras* offender against certain fi'icrnl 
anti-truat lows; and as tl»e father «*f 
little Lolita Armour, In whose remark¬ 
able cure by the celebrated Dr I.orenx 
the whole world toak a deep and sym¬ 
pathetic interest. But until a few short 
week* ago the general public had not 
dreamed that Jonathan Ogden Armour 
had the stuff 'n htm. appirently. to

3$ year* of age when ho found himself 
In tho place of supremo authority amid 
tho great Armour lntoresta. Than It 
was presumed that the young man 
would occupy himself chiefly with 
maintaining apd conserving these In¬ 
terests. It was observed, however, 
early In hts flrst suoreme direction that 
ho did not permit himself to be maos 
the Slav* and drudge of detail H« had 
learned, possibly by studying his father, 
and possibly by other observation*, 
that there Is no more Utlllag drudgery 
than that which 1* represented by 
slavelikc devotion to minor detail* 
The senior Armour, probably becauso 
he had to begin In a small way. and 
wmteh every expenditure, nurse every 
market, reckon the mimitrst cost, had 
aoouatomed himself to detail Of 
course, in hi* later years, ho iVBattlgfd 
a superb group tenant* ana sub¬ 

ordinate*, but ho semed to be never 
quite willing to leav© to them the de¬ 
tailed work.

No SJave To Detail. 

Possibly the flrst striking demonstra¬ 
tion of the lurking ability for very high 
constructive work which Ogden Ar- 
motiY made- after he assumed command 
was the case wKh which he committed 
to trusted subordinates the working 
out of detail* while hr controlled the 
greater operations. In that way his 
mind wm* free from the iietty Irrita¬ 
tions and distractions which excessive 
detail causes, and he had opportunity 
for more profound contemplation and 
study of new and very great questions, 
some of which had never disturbed his 
father, because they l»Ad not arisen. 

Ho. too, ut tiris time, if what Mr 
Armour’* friends say be accurate, he 
revealed a power of broad; comprehen 
elve forecasting In the direction of 
finance. Throughout all .of his father’s 
buslno** life the ifiov emen’t of tho crop* 
from the harvest Acids to ch* markets 
involved the borrowing of many mil¬ 
lions of dollar* In the great financial 
Centers east of the Alloghany Moun¬ 
tains. Thi* movement was as accurate¬ 
ly tlmed^ almost, a* 1* that of the au¬ 
tumnal equinox. Ogden Armour, while 
carefully scrutinising the financial ro- 
ports that told of the movement* of 
mon»'y In the banks of t’hlcago. Ht. 
Ixutls. Kansas <’lty and New York. 
Philadelphia and Boston, detected what 
ho thought to be good proof that the 
West was beginning to market Its < rops 
with Its own mon^> This dl*eovcr> hr 
made almost annul tan **<ui sly with a 
llkr one made by the late Frederick )» 
Tappan. of New York City, who was 
for many year* president of the New 
York <’learlng-hotijFe Association 

Mr. Armour was about 40 years of 
sgr when h** believed he was able to 
detect the first change In what was the 
leading annual money movement in th** 
country. He clung to this belief In 
spife of the cynicism and skepticism 
with which mnny received the repori 
that the West was beginning in finsm * 
Its crops, and how accurate was his 
judgment subsequent events fully pro\ - 
ed. This year the Went is harvesting 
and marking Its crops practically with 
Its own money, although much of this 
money has been drawn from the East¬ 
ern bnnk*. where in th»- spring it was 
plac'd on deposit, so that It might ♦'arn 
g<s»d Interest. ITp to end through the 
Government’s celebrated pure food In¬ 
quiry into ihe beef-parking Industry.

Here ran* the prrtlng of the wavv 
for Mr. Armour. He could withdraw 
from larger activities and concentrate 
his energies wholly upon the direction 
of the beef-packing lntcnsls. or he 
could step out and beyond that Indus¬ 
trial circle, altnough he must have 
known that thin would Involve placing 
him In the rank* of the world * great 
financier*. To do that also made nec¬ 
essary the grouping around him. or 
grouping with him, of some of the mas¬ 
ter minds of the West, as well as co¬ 
operation with some of the larger finan- 
1 clers of the East.

An n result of this talk, and further 
consideration of Mr. Reynolds’ qualifi¬ 
cations for the tredauryshlp, Mr. Taft 
offered the poet to Mr. Reynolds.

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RLANS POP THE WESTERN KENTUCKY NORMAL AND MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF REGENTS . 


F OI/LOW1NG the puroheae of 162*4 
acres of land, including the Pot¬ 
ter College ground* and build* 
Inga, at Bowling Green, for tho 
future home of tho Western Kentucky 
State Normal School, pinna for the Jn- 
aUtutlon have been comploted and the 
central port of "the new Vanmeter hall 
and administration building are now be* 
Ing constructed. It la expected that this 
building will be ready for occupancy 
next May 1. 

The grounds of tho Normal School arc* 
located west of Bowling Green, facing 
Colloge street. Homo fifteen acres of 
the site hAve an elevation of 300 foot 
above the boat landing <two miles dis¬ 
tant. and aro about I?f» feet above <**o 
level of tho public square. 'fho pro¬ 
posed chain of buildings Is tb be lo¬ 
cated on thJa elevation. 

The board of regents selected Cap*. 
Brinton D. Davis, of Louisville, as 


budding architect, and a Kansas City, 
Mo.. Arm as landscape architects for 
the Institution, These archttecta, wtth 
the aid of the regents, presi¬ 
dent and faculty of the school, 
have worked out a comprehensive 
plan for buildings and grounds. In addi¬ 
tion to the Vanmeter HaJl and Admin¬ 
istration building, a manual training 
building, a gymnasium, boys* boarding 
home, culinary department, girls* board¬ 
ing home, model training school, science 
hall, library, a residence for the super¬ 
intendent of grounds, and an athletic 
Acid, are provided for. A little distance 
apart from the other buildings will .be 
the contemplated agricultural experi¬ 
ment station and the lighting, heating 
and power plant. 

During the drat seven months of its 
history, troni January 22 . 1H07. to July 
30. 1007, the TVotftero Normal enrolled 
70S students; during the next 
scholastic year it had 1,024 students; 


and during tho following year 1440. This 
makes an aggregate enrollment of 2.920 
students in a little more than two and 
one-half years. The enrollment for the 
first weeks of the present fall session Is 
2 o per cent larger than It was for the 
first weeks of the fall session last year. 
It is estimated that the unnual enroll¬ 
ment for the present scholastic year will 
reach 1,400. 

Gut of the 1.140 students enrolled In 
tho Wwtum Normal School during the 
lust scholastic year. 999 were appointees 
from Western Kentucky, who signed, in 
order to secure free Instruction, a dec¬ 
laration. expressing th**lr purpose to 
teach In Kentucky. All students who 
did not agree to teach in Kentucky paid 
regular tuition. Under the law all stu¬ 
dents from other States pay regular tui¬ 
tion. A conservative estimate shows 
that 190.000 different children Ken¬ 
tucky have been taught or are now lac¬ 
ing taught by the student-teachers who 




attended the Western Normal since It 
was formally launched as a State Insti¬ 
tution on January* 22 , 1907. Fully* 86 per 
cent, of these children live In the rural 
district* of Kentucky. 

For tho year ended January 1 . 1908, 
there were 189 public normal schools in 
the United States reporting to the Ra¬ 
tional Bureau of Education. The total 
number of students enrolled was €4,- 
066. making an average attendance of 
339 fur each institution. The West m 
Kentucky State Normal School has a 
larger attendance than 184 of the *89 
public normal schools reporting to the 
nation*l Bureau of Education. There 
are but live normal schools in the Unit¬ 
ed .Slates that enroll more studen** an¬ 
nually than tho Western Kentucky 
Normal SchpoL Indiana Normal at 
Terre Haute enrolled In 1907-0* 1.27* 
students; the Cedar Falls (Iowa) Nor¬ 
ma* enrolled 2.47*; tlie Ypttllitntj (Mich¬ 
igan) Normal enrolled 2.693; tho War- 
rrn&buig (Missouri) State Normal £ti- 

X-H* 


rolled 1,618; the Emporia tKunsos) 
Normal enrolled 1.876 The V\Vst*rn 
Kentucky State Normal enrolled 1.140 
during tho year 1908-09. The five 
schools named have been established 
for many years. Kentucky Normal. It 
Is true, had the advantage when It kra* 
started of the attendance of the South¬ 
ern Normal School, a private institu¬ 
tion which it succeeded. Even bearing 
that in mind. It Is contended, the at¬ 
tendance record has been remarkable. 

While President II. It. Cherry thinks 
that his institution has been liberally 
treated by the State in a financial way. 
the average of appropriations in other 
States Is considerably above (hat for 
Kentucky. The total amount appro¬ 
priated during the year 1907-08 for the 
Instruction of the 64.066 public normal 
students in the United States was 
34.640.996, making an average unnual 
cost, based on the Income for main¬ 
tenance. not including cost of buildings 
and grounds, of 372.44 per student. It 


cost the State of Kentucky only $43 96 
each to Instruct the 1.140 students who 
attended the Western Kentucky State 
Normal School last year The average 
valuation of the buildings, ground*, etc., 
of the five Institutions in other Stares 
that enroll more students annually is 
about $300,000 each There are twenty 
State Normal Ijchools In tho United 
States with an attendance reaching 
from 250 to 900—-a much smaller aver¬ 
age attendance than that of the West¬ 
ern Normal School. They hav« property 
worth from $300,000 to $700,000 and an 
annual Income reaching from $70*000 to 
$ 160 , 000 . The Western Normal School 
with a tuuch larger attendance ha* re¬ 
ceived during its life from the Stale of 
Kentucky $ 150.000 fur ground*, build¬ 
ings. etc., and for mamtensnee Up to 
MaivJj 22. 190* $ 20 .O «0 annually and 

from that date $50.00(1 annually 

In speaking of the work of the In¬ 
stitution. President H H. Cherry said, 
recently; 


'Tho legents are pursuing a pulley 
that will Invest every dollar of money 
paid by the taxpayer* of Kentucky and 
appropriated by the General Assembly 
to the institution, in such a way as to 
make it contribute its full value to the 
State not only n >w. but for decades to 
come. They are putting ovary dollar 
Into a new plant that will, when com¬ 
pleted. have economy, convenience, har¬ 
mony and sanitation, and one that will 
rafiect the patriotism of Kentucky and 
Inspire future General Assemblies 

"The Inauguration of a liberal educa¬ 
tional policy in Kentucky is a states¬ 
manship that will reflect the fsrseelng 
wisdom of the last two General Assem¬ 
blies, Every dollar appropriated will 
be transmuted into «fe, Into Ideals, into 
freedom, und into a new and greater 
Common wealth.

In due course, when tho proper 
acAson arrives, are raosUy shipped to 
the United States. A good deal la 
thought of liallowean in England, but 
dur.ng the lout few year* its reicbm- 
tion has become popularised in this 
country to an extraordinary extent. 

Hundreds gf thousand* *»f doilnrs* 
worth of Halloween toy* will be sold 
to American purohaaers this season— 
practically all of them made In Ger¬ 
many. Wf have toy-makers on this aide 
of the water, of course, but they cannot 
compete with the European producers, 
owmg to the higher price of the labor. 
In s the region of tho Thurtngl&n Moun¬ 
tains. for example, a whole family of 
peasant*, working together In the hum¬ 
ble home cottage. Is well sntlsfled lo 
earn a totaJ of $3 or $4 a week by this 
kind of work. 

’What make* It more surprising Is 
that many of the plaything* exhibit 
quite a high order of Ingenuity. In or¬ 
der to sotlrfi the requirements of tho 
lunrket. It Is nccoaaary that the Hal¬ 
loween toys oick year rhall be really 
novel in ohe way or another. The peo¬ 
ple who buy them are looking for some¬ 
thing now, and It must be a difficult 
task Indeed to ring fresh changes con¬ 
stantly upon a theme which la In a 
sense so trite. For. after all. the po5Sl- 
hl If ties of vrgetables. concerted Into 
Jack-o-lanterns and other grotesque 
shapes, are aomewhat limited; and. 
sport from these, there is little other 
material to draw upon except ghosts 
ar.d witches. 

The comic vegetable was certainly a 
happy inspiration. It made Its appear¬ 
ance for the first time only half a dox- 
en years ago, and since then it has 
assumed a multitude of ingenious forms. 
Funny people of hll sorts, including 
caricatured policemen and even prize¬ 
fighters, appear, ua It were. In a vege¬ 
table guise: and a novelty this season 
is & pumpkin-headed bulldog with an 
expansive smile and a cucumber for a 
body. 

The manufacturer* of such toys are 
the German peasants, who, as already 
stated, do the work in their own homes, 
even the little children having their 
part In the tasks. Thuringia especially 
la & country of toymakers. and the 
poor folk, wdto <j*ell in humble cot¬ 
tages on small farms along tne moun¬ 
tain slopes and In the valleys, are ob¬ 
liged to carry their wares in great 
baskets to the nearby towns, sometimes 
long distances, to dispose of them to tbe 
great dealers. 

These dealers have their headquarters 
in ihe towns, such as Sonncberg, from 
which the plaything* are shipped In 
great quantities They employ. *t rela¬ 
tively high wages—though In this coun- 
try the psy would seem to be lament¬ 
ably amail—clever designers to Invent 
apd execute models for new and at¬ 
tractive gtmerack* for the Halloween 
mnrket. Such modelr are given to the 
peasant* to copy, raw material* being 
roriietlme* furnished. This I* how it 
happens that at this time of the year 
or.o secs In the stores, offered for sale, 
thousands of Halloween toys exactly 
alike—as If they were turned out from 
the same mold*. Many of them are In 
fact made In mold*, of papier macho— 
the comic vegetable* for example. 

One of the most Interesting of the 
novelties thl* year Is a witch of an en¬ 
tirely new pattern, with a hollow papier 
mache head, ao tirade that a small 
candle can be placed Inside of It. By 
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this lngenioua expedient the lady's 
nose, which la of huge alse and mode 
to repreaent a partly-opened pea-pod, Is 
rendered luminous. It Is a very attrac¬ 
tive feature. The witch wears a sort 
of merry widow hat, which la merely a 
large disk of whito cardboard cut out 
lu the middle to make it fit upon her 
hollow cranium. 

A n*w kind of Jack-o'-lantern has 
enormous protruding eyes, like exag¬ 
gerated gooseberries, which produce a 
weird effect when the candle is lighted 
lush!* This Is a witch's head. Of 
course, the wltchea figure very Impor¬ 
tantly in the playful suparetltlona con¬ 
nected with Hallowe'en, and ajvy freeh 
Idea In tills line Is suro to be accept¬ 
able. Another witch this year rides on 
the back of a wiiite goo*©—a mere com¬ 
fortable instrument of locomotion, on© 
would imagine, than the conventional 
broomstick.

KING OF ITALY NEW COMPANY 


People Cheer Russian Em¬ 
peror Oh Arrival. 


Monarchs Carefully Guarded 
by Soldiers. 

No Signs of Anarchistic Plot 
Discovered. 


VISIT BEGUN AUSPICIOUSLY. 


Racconlgl, Italy. Oct. 23.—Nicholas 
Emperor of all the Russia*, made a tri¬ 
umphal entry Into Itaiy to-day. What¬ 
ever may huve stirred beneoih the 
surface the outward manifestation wma 
a cordial and popular welcome to the 
head of a friendly State. 

Threatened demonstration* of Ill-will 
had been sternly suppressed, but the 
day's rejoicing waa spontaneous and 
genuine, even the Mayor of Home hav¬ 
ing been sent by a Radical and Social¬ 
istic Hoard of Aldermen to participate 
in rhe Imperial reception. 

Broadly viewed, the much discussed 
and keenly anticipated meeting between 
Emperor Nicholas and Kin*? Victor 
Emmanuel opened most auspiciously 
The Emperor arrived here at 1:30 
o'clock p. m. 

• • • 

Big Crowds On Streets. 

From early ti&wn the scene In this 
city woe animated, an croud* gathered 
in the streets, anticipating rhe arrival 
of the imperial visitor The strict meas¬ 
ures to preserve order adopted by the 
police and military did not serve to 
dampen the ardor of the populace. The 
whole city had been decorated with 
flags end bunting, while the household¬ 
ers along the route to the palace bad 
spread carpets before their doors and 
filled their windows with brocade* and 
bright-colored streamer*. Triumphal 
arches stretched across the path 
traversed by his majesty. 

This morning the Mayor posted a 
manifesto exhorting the citizens to give 
the Emperor a reception that would 
•how their appreciation of the great 
•vent and express Italian gratitude for 
the aid the Russian sailors gave at the 
time of the earthquake In Southern 
Italy. The manifesto concluded with 
this addre.v* to the Emperor: 

• • • 

Address To the Emperor. 

“The reception to your majesty 
expresses our nentlments and appre¬ 
ciation for your presence within our 
walls. This occasion will be memorable 
•e again attracting the attention of 
the whole civilized world to Racconlgl." 

From the moment the Imperial party 
entered Italy, through the famous Mont 
Coni* tunnel at Modane. until It 
reached the royal cattle. It was at¬ 
tended by aq extraordinary military 
guard Not an Inch of the tunnel but 
what wa* examined, amt It was lined 
with soldiers who couk] almost touch 
»ml*.

Russian Anthem Played. 

At the appearance of the Emperor's 
train the troops drown up be«ld.> the 
track presented arms and their bands 
played the Russian national anthem. 
Throughout the Monr (Vnls railway 
line the progress of the Emperor had 
the character of a triumphal march. 
Crowd* from the villager gathered at 
the rear of the soldiers, climbed Into 
tree* *>r upon th»* cliffs wherever a 
view of the passing train was to be 
had. As the train passed the crowd* 
waved their hats and handkerehrer*. 
shouting “Li.ng live Russia!‘-and "Long 
live the Emperor!" 

At * the station here Emperor Nich¬ 
olas was met by King Victor Emman¬ 
uel. Premier Global. Foreign Minister 
Tlttonl Mayor Nathan of Rome, mem¬ 
bers of the court, staff officer* and Gov¬ 
ernment dignitaries King Victor Em¬ 
manuel wore the full uniform of a Gen¬ 
eral. with the collar of the Order of 
Annunzlatii 

Emperor Nicholas appeared 111 excel¬ 
lent health and the !»est of humor 
be stepped from I he train. King Vic¬ 
tor Emmanuel stepped toward the Im¬ 
perial carriage a* the Emperor de¬ 
scends to the platform The sovereigns 
embraced and kissed each other on 
both cheek* At th^ moment the Ital^i 
lan troop* presented arms, eann<>* 
belched forth a salue. the band* struck 
up the Russian nations! anthem, and 
the crowd cheered The Minister* and 
other Government dignitaries were 
presented to hi* majesty, following 
which the sovereign* emerged from th*-

FRIENDLY SUGGESTION CAUSE. 


Havana, Chiba. Oct. 23.—A duel be¬ 
tween two member* of the Cuban Cab¬ 
inet and the retirement from public 
life of one cr both of tne combatant* 
1* likely to result from a sharp dlfijrr- 
enee of opinion which recently aro*e 
between Justo Garcia Velez. Secretary 
of State-, and Dr. Mathias Duque, Sec¬ 
retary of Sanitation. 

Both gentlemen decline to discuss the 
matter, but It appear* on good author¬ 
ity that w hen the strike of the garbage 
collectors and street sweepers began, 
Secretary Velez. In a friendly spirit, ad¬ 
vised Dr. Duqu»* that he had bettor 
take Instant action for th»» sanitary’ 
protection of the city. Otherwise, In 
the event of any outbreak of disease, 
he arldetl. there would probably result 
a movement In the direction of a new 
American Intervention. 

Secretary Duque, enraged at what he 
considered Impertinent Interference in 
v u.- d ipartment. made an acrlni"’ 
reply, the result being a serious alter¬ 
cation between the men. which was 
followed by the Issuance of a Hla.lcnge 
by Secretary Duque nnd the nomina¬ 
tion of seconds by both member* of the 
Cahlnet. At the suggestion j* ,i»reM- 
dent Gomez, the Ministers ■••rented 
their resignations, which thv rreMdeni 
I* retaining, pending an inquiry. 

It was expected that action would be 
taken at th«* t'ablnet meeting, at which 
Secretary Velez and Secretary Duque 
were absent, but nothing w'as none, ap¬ 
parently In consequence of the second* 
of both parties submitting the matter 
to a court of honor to determine 
whether there existed the necessity of 
a duel. The court probably will ren¬ 
der It* decision to-morrow

How can the potato crop be im¬ 
proved? What soils are adapted to 
potato growing? Should machinery be 
used to supplement hand labor, and 
how ought ^e crop to be marketed?

Tile potato crop, as shown by Mr. 
Dodge, holds the moat Important place 
in th*? general farming of the Northern 
St Ate* us a whole in point of cash re¬ 
turn* to the aerv. The potato not only 
thrives be*t in the cool climate of these 
Staley, but at the *»ume tlrnv Is vary 
productive whore the climate a Into-: 
forbids corn growing, ronaequently. In 
tho«*e Northern State* win-re live-stock 
fanning predominate* the potato 1* 
likely to be the one crop grown to sell, 
all the other crop* being fed to stock 

In many localities In these Northern 
Slates the potatoes are ail consumed 
nt-ur the place of production, but 
through those States as a whole the 
crop is grown In such quantities a- to 


be shipped extensively to other parts 
of the country. They are not only 
sent by the carload and boatload Into 
the large cltlew both at the North and 
South, but from these States i» shipped 
the supply of s«ed stock required by 
thoso sections of the South, where early 
potatoes are grown as a truck crop. 
Some of those southern localities de¬ 
mand new seed from the North every 
year and all of them are compelled to 
renew their *o«d at frequent intervals. 
On the gulf coast, for instance, seed 
grown In the North the previous sea¬ 
son will usually produce a crop from 
one to two weeks earlier than seed 
which has been . grown in the South 
even for one y#ar. « 

The figures for Massachusetts are not 
given In Mr. Dodge s list, but he points 
out that the average yield In Maine—*

more than tor New York, Michigan, 
Wisconsin.

farm, near this city. wh«re» he had lived 
for many years In luxurious Idleness aa 
the p«*t and pride of hts millionaire owner. 

Salvator was 23 years old and, although 
hla health had been falling for several 
months. It woa not brlb-vod he was In any 
immediate danger of death. At 3 o'clock 
this morning he was standing at his rack 
slowly munching hay. When the watch¬ 
man looked Into hla stall egain at 6 
o'clock he was lying down. When his 
groom came a short time later he found 
that, while he was quiet, there was some¬ 
thing wrong with him. *Dr. John R. Hlg- 
yard, the Elmendorf veterinary, wus sum* 
rnoned and lie found that the old racur 
had suffered a stroke of paralysis. At 3 
o’clock fetalvutor died without a struggle, 
without disturbing a straw in his stall. 
Mr Haggln, who was at "Green Hills." 
his mansion on the Elmendorf farm, was 
much affected when he heard of Salva¬ 
tor’s death. Of the thousands of hor*~* 
he Has owned none ever got so close to tn c 
.iged turfman’s heart nn did Salvator. Al¬ 
though he did no*, breed him. Mr Hag- 
fin bought fetalvaior as a yearling, and 
U was In hla ownership lhAt he ran all 
of the race* of hi* uareer. and in his 
memorable battle* with the frost Tenny. 
and hi* unequal performance against time 
achieved for himself a fam« In the m.nd« 
of the public probably unequnlcd by any 
racehorse of modern times. Mr Haggm 
directed that Salvator’s fe«*t be ampu¬ 


tated. os he wished to have them mounted 
%* memorials. He also gave instructions 
that a handsomo coffin be made in winch 
the great racehorse will he burled in the 
slope on the lawn near the "Green H.lis" 
mansion and in plain view from the win¬ 
dows of Mr. liaggin’s study Mr Huggin 
Intends to hav«i erected over tnc grava a 
beautiful shaft of grunilr, up which a 
record of dalvator’s d^*<is shall be In¬ 
scribed. The burial will be held to-mor¬ 
row with appropriate cc-rempnies. For 
many years, under Mr. Huggin s direc¬ 
tion. the most careful attention had been 
shown the old horse, a special groom hav¬ 
ing been employed to l‘*©k after him. and 
even the grass which the famous animal 
ate was carefully selected for him by l.'tU 
man. 

Salvator won flKMiii on tho turf. He 
was foaled In 18S6. He was by Imp. Prince 
Charlie, out of .Saline, by the great Lex¬ 
ington. He was a chestnut horse, and 
br«d by Dante) Swlgcrt. who ur that thue 
owned Elmendorf One of the colncl- 
d«mces of hts death was that he died at 
the a*tile place that ha wan bred. 

As a 2-year-old he won four races out 
of six. In one of the two he did not win 
he ran second to the famous Proctor 
Knott In the Futurity Tills race was at 
threo-quartc-rs of a mil© and was run In 
1.15 1-5. As a 2-year-old ho won the Flat- 
bush Stake. Maple Stake, Tuckahor Stake 
and the Jerome Park Puke, and failed to 
win the Titan Stake. As a 3-year-old he 
w*on seven out of eight race* In w’hlch he 
started. In thl* one season he wun the

Great for owners if true, An automo¬ 
bile registering Instrument which Is ab 
most human In Intelligence and more than 
human In accuracy has recently made lu 
appearance In Paris under the title of 
I "O. says the New York Herald’s 

European edition. One of the first of the 
instruments was titled to an automobile 
belonging to Mr. Cortlandt Field Bishop, 
another one, the makers declare, was sup¬ 
plied to the Csar of Russia. 

-The Instrument, which has much the 
appearance of a speedometer and dock 
combined, established a permanent record 
of the movements of #he machine. Put 
Into dperatwn at the beginning of the 
day. It will indicate the hour the auto¬ 
mobile left Its garage, the hour and 
length of every stop, tho speed of •the 
machine at every minute, the average 
speed for either the whole or a port-on 
of the run, to what extent the brakes 
have been used and. ftnully. the time 
when the run comes to an end. All these 
Indications are printed on a narrow band 
of paper, thus forming a permanent rec¬ 
ord the accuracy of which cannot be 
doubted. 

“The ‘O. 8/ register l» a brass box 
screwed to the dashboard. On Its upper 
surface Is a sprvd Indicator showing all 
speed* up to UW kilometer* an hour. On 
the front Is a clock dual and two dis¬ 
tance counters, one showing the total 
number of kilometers covered and the 
olhf r the distance of the trip. 

•‘Within the indicator is u band of blue 
paper a little more than an Inch wide, 
which unrolls under a stencil By means of 
a clockwork mechanism. The band bears 
horlxoniai and vertical lines, tho for¬ 
mer being graduated to represent *pe© Is 
from ten to 100 kilometers an hour. In 
fractions of ten kilometers, and the lat 
ter being marked off for minutss. five 
minutes, fifteen nnnutes and hours. Whon 
the automob I© Is at rest the band is un- 
roUcd from one vertical spindle to an 
other, at the rate of one vertical space 
a minute. As soon as the automob.le Is 
put Into motion the stencil beglm d to 
trace a line on the moving bund, and It 
continues to trace until the vehicle comes 
to a stop. 

”At the end of a trial run by a fast 
touring machine (he band read as fol¬ 
lows: Automobile taken out at 12:35; at 
12.37. speed of fifty kilometers an hour, 
at 12.38. machine Stopped; starteJ again 
at 12 .ft. speed Immediately Increased to 
forty kilometers an hour, dropped to thir¬ 
ty, then Increased thr«e mluutea later to 
eighty kilometers on hour; at 13:45 stop 
of half a minute; Increase of speed to 
ninety kilometers an hour and stop o( 
half a minute at 12:39. Htortlug again at 
1 o'clock, the speed four minutes later 
had reached ninety kilometers an hour; 
various speeds, never falling below fifty 
kilometers an hour, until 1:20; at 1:21 ma¬ 
chine reduces speed from sixty to less 
than ten kilometers an hour In quarter 
of a minute, showing (hat the brnkes have 
been used with force. Thus I lie story 
continues. 

•The registering Instrument requires 
practically no attention. The bands of 
paper are supplied for twelve, eighteen 
or twenty-four hours* duration. They are 
easily placed within the apparatus, the 
clock Is wound up, the door of the ap 
paratus tn locked and the owner of the 
machine has the assurance that he will 
have at the end of the duy a complete 
and permanent record. The Instrument 
is valuable as a telltale of the manner 
In which the chauffeur drives In the ab¬ 
sence of the owner, for It shows not only 
the speed attained, but the manner in 
whirl) the brakes are used. In view of 
the life of tiie tires this Is a most valu¬ 
able indication. From a sporting stand¬ 
point it ts Interesting to be able to pre¬ 
serve on a little roll of paper no larger 
than the thumb a record of each day’s 
run. For commercial vehicles, where It 
Is desired to control the speed and move¬ 
ments of the machtno with considerable 
accuracy. In order to obtain economical 
results, the automobile register should 
prove Invaluable.”

In such 
coxe*. before any attempt Is made to start 
tl>e motor It should Always first be ascer¬ 
tained whether the spark occurs at the 
proper moment or not. since when tho 
spark occurs too early, a back fire Is pro¬ 
duced In the engine, ami If the spark oc¬ 
curs exceptionally ©arty, bodily Injury 
may result to tlte person attempting to 
atari the motor.

The maintenance of liorvcs, vehicles and 
driver* constitutes tiie principal item of 
expense in sli delivery businesses, espe- 
clnlly in this Immediate vicinity. 

Comparison tends to slvow that there 
are few establ.shed delivery’ institutions 
In any city that could not effect u saving 
of nt least lo.DOO per annum at a com¬ 
paratively small additional outlay. This 
hoe been true for ten years 
Of course, the saving in application 
of auto power instead of horse power 
binges as much upon the Intelligent appli¬ 
cation as upon tho correct system of main¬ 
tenance. Ow.ng Its commercial supremacy 
to Its labor-saving qualities, unless Its 
application Is made Intelligently with the 
latter it falls of Ua purpose.

The maintenance of the correct pressure 
in pres seldom receives the attention It 
deserve*. It Is really Impossible to M*cur© 
th© best results unless the time pump 1? 
provided will* a gauge in good Work ng 
order. No hard ami fast rule can be laid 
down for the prewmre per square Inch to 
be pumped In—so much depends on (lie 
*lr.e of th© tires, and the weight of the 
car. a* well as the make of the tires. 
From seventy pounds to ninety pounds 
per square Inch may be accepted o» the 
average pressure necessary. There should 
be no decided bulging of thAt portion of 
the tire In contort with the ground; and 
If on forcing the whee: sideways by push¬ 
ing tho upper part, the under part Is ob¬ 
served to sway. It Is a sign of insufficient 
pressure.

A writer on birds says: "If you con¬ 
sult the usually accepted authorities on 
tho speed of birds in their flight you are 
likely to be misled by an exaggeration 
of from 100 to 300 per cent. This is be¬ 
cause flgures pave been given on hear¬ 
say. appearance and very superficial ob¬ 
servation. But recently American. Eng¬ 
lish and French observers have been 
comparing notes, and are practically 
agreed, after moat careful calculation, 
on the speed of the best known birds 
They started with the carrier pigeon 
and have made him a base of compari¬ 
son. He has heretofore been credited 
with 110 miles an hour, but It la now 
agreed that he l» entitled to fifty. A 
long distance, carefully conducted test 
of 692 miles, from the Shetland Islands 
to London. Mtowed that the most rapid 
pigeons made thirty-seven mile* an 
hour. On shorter distances none made 
more than fifty miles, liccause frigate 
birds have been seen far from land, and 
have been supposed not to fly by night 
or to real on the water, they have been 
credited with a speed of from 150 to 
$00 miles an hour. If they did fly at 
that speed they would have to over¬ 
come an atmospheric pressure of from 
112 to 130 pounds to the square foot of
